Posiox, July 5.—The most extra- 


ordinary scene were enacted in East 
Boston yesterday. It began with the 
exchange of insults between the pa- 
raders and the thousands of sight- 
seers who lined the sidewalks; 
it 


ended with a murder and the injury of 
two other persons, after the paraders 
had gone over the route and dis- 
banded, and portions of ifc were on 
their way home. 


All the trouble was in connection 


with the afternoon parade, which had 
come to be called "The Little Ked 
Schoolhouse ParH'-le." 
T£e head of 


the column started from White street 
at 1:30. It presented a novel appear- 
ance. 
It was completely encircled by 


300 policemen, under the command of 
Deputy Pierce and Capt. Irish. 


There were about 1,200 men in the 


parade. It was headed by "The Little 
Red Schoolhouse'" which has been the 
subject ol much talk and comment. It 
was a fac simile of the regulation New 
England schoolhouse, seen in all the 
states. In front were a number of 
men with sashes made of Stars and 
Stripes. Standing in the open door- 
way was a tall figure clothed in mili- 
tary costume, representing Uncle Sam. 
On each side of the miniature buildings 
were three windows and in each win- 
dow was a man reading a book. The 
float was covered with red, white 
and blue bunting, and the schoolhouse 
was surmounted by the Stars and 
Stripes. 
At the very end of the procession 


came a barouche drawn by four gray 
horses, which was without police pro- 
tection. In the carriage were O. C. 
Emerson, Mrs. Emerson and Mrs. V. J. 
Campbell. The carriage was profusely 
decorated with American flags and Mrs. 
Campbell wore an orange dress. 


When the rear of the procession was 


between Brooks and Putnam streets, 
on Saratoga street, the crowd closed 
in. 
A drunken woman, decked in 


towdry flnery marched up to the rear 
of the carriage, shouting loud insults. 
The ladies shrunk in fright. One of 
tlie men pushed the drunken woman 
back. Some men in the crowd fell 
upon the man with loud shouts. A 
milk can sailed through the air, fall- 
ing into the carriage. The occupants 
of the carriage shouted for help. 


Albret E. Andrews, of Everett, a 


private in the Hoxbury horse guards, 
was standing on the sidewalk nearby. 
He was in full uniform, his saber at 
his side. Andrews had been in the es 
cortof the mayor all tho morning. 
The bright yellow plume of the hel- 
met attracted the attention of the 
struggling ladies in the carriage. 


"Help us, soldier," one of themerlm1 


shrilly. 
,. . , 
Andrews rushed into the thick of 


the light, drawing his saber as he ran. 
He waved the heavy blade above his 
head. The crowd fell back tt second, 
hen rushed upon the orange plume 
vith a tremendous roar. Four men 
tood by Andrews, one of them brand- 
shing two self-cocking revolvers. 


In seven minutes the street was the 


scene of a terrible battle. Gradually 
Andrews was driven up Saratoga 
street. Twice he fell. Twice the man 
vith the revolvers fired. It is very 
probable the revolvers were charged 
mly wltli blank 
cartridges. 
Aii- 


irews retreated, slashing and feinting 
with his sabre, but cutting only once, 
when one younff man named Stewart, 
of Urooks street, had his nose slashed 
off.Hardly had the crowd started the 
fijrht when a messen(rer was sent for 
tlie police. At this time there was not 
a policeman within a quarter of a 
mile. 
Capt, Irish 
detailed 
tliree 


mounted policemen to the rescue. 
They came down lioston street on the 
gallop. 
At this time Andrews and his sup- 


porters were nearly dead. 
Officer 


Hates and two others did (Treat flfrht- 
infr. 
Bates was struck by a brick im- 


mediately on arriving on the scene. A 
number of his teeth were knocked out. 


With great difficulty Andrews was 


protected till he reached 449 Saratoga 
street, where he dashed under Bates 
lorse and escaped over a fence into his 
ather's house. 
The mounted officers held the crowd 


at bay ten minutes more; then a 
jlatoon of fourteen officers rushed to 
ihe rescue, clubbing right and left. 
Many heads were broken before the 
crowd went scurrying down Saratoga 


8 Michael Doyle, of Morris street, was 
clubbed so severely that he now lies 
dying at the city hospital. 
'Only two arrests were made, ine 
crowd made another attackon the Sine 
at Princeton street, but were easily 
dispersed. 
A small detachment of the paraders 


was coming down Border street just 
after the parade had been d»m»»e*; 
At about the corner of Mavericlc 
street there was trouble which origi- 
nated in the same manner as did the 
other disturbances of the day. There 
was hooting and hissing, followed by 


personal altercations between those 
who were coming from the parade and 
the people in the crowd. 
Some sticks 


and stones were^ thrown, and the 
melee increased, <£-=-=^pon a number 
of the paraders drew pistols and be- 
gan firing indiscriminately. 


John W. Wills, who is said to have 


been an involuntary participant in the 
affair, was struck by a bullet, and re 
ceived injuries which resulted in his 
death. 
.lust a few feet from Wills stood 


John Ross, one of the paraders. Koss 


pointed his pistol at Wills, according 
to the testimony of a man who stood 
next to him, and fired, the bullet strik- 
ing Wills just above the right hip, 
passing into his abdomen. He gave a 
stifled cry and fell to the pavement. 


When Wills fell, a young- man named 


John Quirk sprang toward him and 
bent over the bleeding body. 
He 


3laims that Ross pointed his pistol at 
him and fired again. The bullet grazed 
his right temple. 
Patrick A. Kelly 


was also wounded, but it is not known 
whether with a bullet or not, 


ROBS and a man named Harold G 


Brown were arrested on suspicion 
while many persons are held as wit 
nesses. 
The police formed a guard about 


rest oftiie lodge and escorted it to the 
ferry. On the .ferry boat they hii 
their badgea'and*regalias and mingled 
with and were lost in the crowd. 


WELLINGTON AFLAME.

AT 


An Ohio City «o«« Down Before the De- 


vouring Klemeut. 


LLiHOTOif.O., July 5.—At 8 o'clock 


last evening flre broke out in the rear 
of the 
Methodist church on Main 


street, in a small bulldln* owned by 
C. W. Horr. A briak wind was blow- 
ing from the south, »nd almost as soon 
as the small town flre department was 
ready to boffin work a dozen buildings 
were ablaze. In thirty minutes the 
flre had attacked sixteen buildings, 
progressing practically uncontested. 


Telegrams were sent to Cleveland, 


Oberlin, Lorain and other places ask- 
ing for assistance. 


At 10 o'clock an engine and hose cart 


arrived from Cleveland, but up to mid- 
night no response had been received 
from the other towns. The Cleveland 
fire fighters began work in a practical 
wayl but the fire had assumed such 
proportions that the force contending 
against it was totally inadequate. 


Rumors ot three or four fatalities 


are current, but are not yet confirmed. 
Already 9150,000 worth of property has 
been destroyed, and the flre is making 
steady and rapid headway. 


Unless help arrives from Oberlin and 


other points applied to for assistance 
within a few minutes, it is probable 
that daylight will dawn upon nothing 
but ashes and burning embers, where 
a few hours ago stood the city of 
Wellington. 


At this hour (1:30 a. m. Friday), the 


flre is believed to be under control. 
The entire business portion of the 
town and many residences have been 
destroyed.

EI.KJIAET, Ind., July 4.—A terrible 


accident occurred at Bristol, a small 
town eix miles from this city late this 
afternoon. During the progress of a 
boat race on the St. Joseph river a 
crowd of probably 600 people were 
jammed en a three-span iron bridge. 
About 8 o'clock during the finish of 
an 
exciting race and 
while 
the 


crowd was cheering 
tremendously 


the bridge gave way and the mass 
of humanity was precipitated Into 
the water forty feet below. 
As far as 


known at present thirty-eight persons 
have received serious injuries and it is 
feared that maoy of them will die. 
Physicians from Elkhart, Goshen, La- 
porte and other neighboring cities 
were hastily telephoned for and went 
to the scene with all possible haste. 


The race was the last of a series 


that had furnished the principal sport 
of a Fourth-of-July celebration. When 
the unfortunates landed in the water 
amidst a mass of iron and wood frame- 
work, the groans of the men, \vomen 
and children arose, and spurred to ac- 
tivity those who seemed dazed by the 
magnitude of the catastrophe. Luck- 
ily,' the water was but five feet deep, 
or many would undoubtedly have been 
drowned. 


The crowd on shore saw many peo- 


ple in the water fighting with each 
other for a place of vantage or some 
means of escape from what seemed cer- 
tain death. 
It was some time before 


effective aid could be given. As soon 
as possible, however, planks ladders 
and ropes were secured and a dozen 
men waded out and, helped by those 
on the bank, lifted the main girder
